LESSON XI—FIRST QUARTER, 
FOR MARCH 16, 1913 


Text of the Lesson, Cen. xxii, 1-13. 
Memory Verses 12, 13—Geiden Text 
Hes. vi, 6—Commsentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Svearns. 

In the last part of the previous 
chapter we see Abraham dwelling at 
Beersheba, the well of the oath, hav- 
ing made a covenan: with Abimelech. 
There he called on the name of Je- 
hovah, and for the first time we have 
the name of the everlasting God, 
which carries us on to Ps. xc, 2; Isa. 
xi, 28. EverV new name of God has 
some new revelation of Himself. 


The everlasting God not only tes af , 
‘inf 


us that He is from everlasting to ever- 
lasting, but He loves w'th everlas‘ing 
love and carries us in H's everlasting 
arms and is always the same Jehov- 
ah. (Jer, xxxi, 3; Deut. xxxiii, 27). 
Whether He blesses us or tries us, He 
is the same God of love. For years 
the heart of Abraham had been made 
glad by this boy this beloved son for 
whom he had waited full twenty-five 
years, and now he is commanded to 
offer h'm for a burnt offering. There 
is nothing quite like this in all the 
Bible story. The demand seems over- 
whelmingly awful, but God is love, and 
God is faithful, and Abraham knew it. 
The New Testament record is that, 
knowing the promise and being cer- 
‘ain that God would somehow fulfill it, 
even if He had to raise Isaac up from 
the dead. He did receive him from 
the dead in a figure (Heb. xi. 17-19). 

After some twenty years Jacob re- 
ceived Joseph back as from the dead. 
God spared Isaac and Joseph, but He 
spared not His own son (Rom. vill, 
#2), and He being literally alive from 
the dead, all things are made sure to 
us in Him, 

I cannot think that Abraham talked 
this over with Sarah; but being sure 
that he would bring the boy back 
again, he started off carly in the 
morning, taking only two of bis young 
men with him. His destination was 
Moriah wh'ch is now part of Jerusal- 
lem, the same hill that David bought 
from Ornan, the Jebusite where the 
destroying angel s‘ayed his hand 
when Jehovah said; It is enough, and 
where Solomon built the temple (II 
Sam. xxiv, 16, 24, 25; If Chron, fii. 
1). 

How wonderful are the associations 
of truths and places in Scripture and 
how all center around the cross and 
the indescribable sacrifice of the Son 
of God! It was on the third day 
that the ploce was reached and the 
ereat transaction accomplished (verse 
4), and how often a third day event 
calls our attention to the greater cen- 
ter of all past history and to the re- 
surrection time, ever drawing nearer! 
Consider Jonah and the marriage In 
Cana and al! others that you can find 
in the book. 

Note the confidence with which Ab- 
raham says to the young men: I and 
the lad will go and worship and come 
again to you (verse 5). He was fully 
persuaded that it would be so. Now 
see the lad carrying the wood and the 
father with the fire and the knife, and 
(verse 6) One cannot but see the 
Son of God bearing His cross and 
remember the words: It pleased the 
Lord to bruise Him; He hath put Him 
to grief (Isa. fli, 10). It was the only 
way to save us and so wondrously 
foreshadowed in Abreham and Isaac. 

Hear the Jad as he says to his 
father: Behold the fire and the wood, 
but where is the lamb for a burnt of- 
fering? (Verse 7). Oh, the anguish 
of the father’s heart! 
ever consider the anguish of the heart 
of God the "ather? 

What did he know of the Lamb 
slain from the foundation of the 
world? (Rev. xiii, 8). Was it just 
then or when he placed the ram on 
the altar in Isaac's stead or through 
the whole incident that he saw Christ's 


day and was glvd? (John vili, 56). 
Notice the repeated saying: They 
went beth of them together (verses | 


f, 6, 8) reminding us of the “they two 
went on” of IT Kings il, 6-7-8-11, and 
suggesting perfect oneness and accord, 
We do not ‘magine any resis‘ance on 
the part of Isaac as his father placed 
him on the altar wnon the wood and 
bound him and tonk the knife to slay 
his son. We think of such words as 
“of his own voluntary will"; “I lay 
down my life of myself": “I delight to 
do Thy will O mv God" (Lev. 1, 3; 
John x, 17, 18; Ps. xl. 8; Hab, x. 
7-9); and we remember how the Lord 
Jesus gave Himself into the hands of 
His enemies and suffered them to take 
Him and bind Him and lead Him and 
mock Him and scourge Him and 
crucify H'm. and He took it all as a 
cup which His Father gave Him to 
drink. It was enough. The child 
of promise was glivef back to God, 
Abraham saw God and not the child, 
and now the Lord speaks, the uplifted 
hand is stayed, and the ram is placed 
on the altar in Isaac's stead. 

Isaac was spared and given back 
from the dead in a_ figure. God 
spared not His own Son and as truly 
as the ram died in Isaac’s stead so 
did Jesus Christ die in my stead, 
His own self bare my sins in His own 
hody on the tree, the Son of God loved 
me and gave Himself for me. By 
His being made a curse for us all who 
truly receive Him are delivered from 
the eurse of the law (1 Pet. fi, 4: 
Gal. ii, 20; iii, 12). The Lord did see 
and proy'de—Jehovah-iireh (verse 14 
and margin), What He has provid: 
ed in Him see Eph. i, 3-7; Rom. 
viii, 28: I Pet. 1-24, and remember

The Flow of Beth Into This Country 
le Discussed by the Wali Street 
Journal 


American immigration to Canada 
is the subject of much consideration 
by the political and financial leaders 
in the American republic. The Wall 
Street Journal, the leading financial 
paper of the United States In dis- 
cussing the question the other day 
said that over $775,000,000 is the 
amount, in money and effects, which 
has been brought into Canada from 
the United States alone in the lest 
seven years. The journal anxiously 
asks: “Can this keep up?” There are 
two ways of answering this question. 
The first is to refer the inquirer to 
the abundant statistics of the average 
yields of grain per acre for the past 
twenty years; from which it can be 
seen that the newcomer must be 
satisfied with his fortune. He can 
secure an average yield of wheat, for 
instance, fifty per cent. greater than 
in the United States with no greater 
labor, and at a much lower first cost 
for land. The second answer may be 
found in the “Wall Street Journal” 
itself. It gives the following table, 
which shows conclusively that the im- 
migration of wealth into Canada has 
only well begun, judging from the 
enormous ratio of annual increase:

No Domestic Animal In Which There 
is More Profit for the West 


Dr. J. G. Rutherford says that of 
all the domestic animals the hog is 
by far the most generally profitable 
and adds: “It is to be regrétted that, 
{n a country so well adapted to his 
requirements as are these Western 
Provinces, the supply is altogether in- 
adequate to the demand, Of the hog 
products consumed in these provinces 
only a small fraction is of local origin, 
the great bulk being imported either 
from Eastern Canada or the United 
States. If packers and produce mer- 
chants can, after paying the prices 
now ruling at all outside points of 
origin, plus the cost of transportation, 
sell pork and pork products at a profit, 
to the people and often to the farmers 
of the west, there must be an excel- 
lent opportunity to make money out 
of raising hogs for the home market, 
With the abundance of cheap feed 
always procurable in this country and 
the other favorable conditions, there 
is absolutely no reason why a single 
pound of pork or any other hog pro- 
duct should ever be bought outside, 

All varieties of swine thrive and do 
well on the western farm, Settlers 
from Eastern Canada generally prefer 
the improved Yorkshire, the Tamworth 
or a cross between one of these 
breeds and the Berkshire. The packer 
as a rule, prefers the long-sided bacon 
type now generally bred in Ontario 
in response to his suggestions, but, 
he cannot afford to be too particular 
and is glad to pay a good price for 
well finished hogs of any breed. The 
hog is known in Ireland as the gentle- 
man who pays the rent, and while the 
farmer here is, as a ‘cule, fortunate 
in having no rent to pay, he has some- 
times other charges to provide for in 
the liquidation of which the revenue 
from the pig-pern might. often be found 
useful.”

Hog Raising 


LECTURE BY W. F. STEVENS 


Under the auspices of the Local 
Branch of the U.F.A. an interesting 
and instructive lecture was given 
on the subject of swine growing by 
the Provincial Live Stock Commiss- 
ioner, W. F. Stevens on Tuesday 
evening, March 11 in the Maple 
Leaf Dining Room. The weather 
prevented many farmers from at- 
tending, but when the lecturer took 
the floor there were 47 people pres- 
ent. Mr Stevens took his lecture 
under three heads, viz: housing 
hogs, pasturage and management 
from weaning upto 75 lbs. weight. 
On these three subjects the Com- 
missioner dealt extensively. His first 
point was illustrated by models of 
cheap and expensive hog houses, 
from the straw pile to what is known 
as the Pig Palace.” He strongly 
condemmed underground pig  stys 
as they always tended to rhumatism 
in the pigs. The main point which 
the lecturer brought forward and 
wished to urge on all hog raisers 
were those relating to providing the 
pigs with light and ventilation and 
in all the models it was noticed 
that there were provisions made for 
free circulation of air without 
draughts. Many questions were 
asked by members of the audience 
on this subject. The lecturer then 
proceeded to his next point, that of 
providing pasture forhogs, Alfalfa 
was mentioned, but not much was 
said about this as it is not yet prov- 
ed conclusively that this plant can 
be grown for pasturage with great 
success here. Mr Stevens strongly 
reccommended farmers to grow 
W'nter Rye for hog pasture. The 
time given to sow this seed was the 
last week of July. This would pro- 
vide pasture tor the fall and early 
spring, but was not good for pas- 
ture during hot weather. After 
thorough pasturing it could be either 
plowed under, or could be let grow 
and cut for hay in July and again 
in September, or let get ripe and 
cut for grain in August. Rape was 
mentioned as a good pasturage, 
For summer pasture the lecturer 
recommended, 1 winter wheat and 
oats, 2 winter wheat, barley, oats 
and spring wheat. The quantity 
per acre given to be sown was (1) 
3 pecks winter wheat and 3 pecks 
vats, (2) 3 pecks winter wheat, 1 


Robson, one of the watermasters peck each barley, oats and spring 


to the C.P.R., had told a farmer 
that if the farmer refused to sign 
up to the organised farmers fight- 
i g fund regarding the irrigation, 
this farmer would within ten days 
hcar from the C,P.R. with regard 
to obtaining seed grain, 

In connection with this, letters 
as per enclosed have been sent 
around to everybody. The pub- 
licity committee is warning the 
farmers, through the press, 
against these tactics. 

The publicity committee _re- 
quests you to please immediately 
notify the Department of the 
above, and it is the intention of 
the committee to keep you and 
the public well posted with regard 
to any further undue influence 
brought to bear by the C.P.R. 
upon the farmers.

These 
animals should have sloppy feed 
and it milk in sufficient quantities 
was not available then a substitute 
had to be found. He recommend- 
ed oats as the staple food for grow- 
ing hogs and strongly advised far- 
mers to avoid heating and fattening 
foods as barley aad wheat. For 
young pigs just weaned the Com- 
missioner reccommended a slop of 
rolled oats (without the husks) and 
water, increasing the thickness of 
the slop as the hogs grew older un- 
til at about 100 lbs, they could be 
put on dry and fattening foods. 

Another long string of questions 
brought the lecture to a close about 
Mliler seconded by W. R. Harvey

for his lecture,

To who have never read and 
who f¢ never will read, a Line 
of hisP Piuees, the features of the |

‘Business Appointments Bureau, is 
now being formed to conduct a cam-

H. &. Morgan, of Messrs. W. H. 
Smith & Son, whose article on The 
Dignity of Business, was recen'ly 
quoted in the Da'ly Mail, supports the 
scheme in an article in the Review of 
Reviews. The bureau, he points out, 
will bring home to educated young 
men the specific place in business that 
they are fitted to fill; it will convince 
business men of the necessity for 
fresh brains as well as fresh methods;

plicants for business posts in‘o touch 
with suitable business houses.

: BRITAIN AT MERCY OF CERMANY 


Fact That English Cities Can be Bom- 
barded from Cloudland New 
Demonstrated 
London, England.—A grave warning 
to England is contained in an article 
in the current number of the Review 
of Reviews, entitled ‘Britain's Peril in 


the Air,’ in which the writer points 
out that this country is eutirely de- 
fenseless against aerial attack He 


says: 

At Heligoland, Kiel, Cuxhaven, Wl 
helmshaven, Dusseldorf, Frankfort and 
Cologne are housed German air war 
ships any one of which is capable of 
arriving over this country within sev 
en hours, without any warning, with- 
out any possibility of interruption, and 
with the freest possible hand with re- 
gard to potential destruction It is 
interesting to know that whereas Ger- 
many has concentrated eight airship 
stations in face of our new stragotic 
frontier, she has only thought it ne- 
cessary to have one a'r camp on the 
Russian frontier, one near the Aus 
trian frontier, and three or four 
the French frontier. 

If Germany's naval increase in fii 
cient to change the entire stragetic 
plans of the British government, even 
although it ts loudly proclaimed that 
the German fleet is really no serious 
menace to British naval supremacy, it 
is time for this extraordinary concen 
tration of the German aerial force 
against which we can pit nothing. to 
receive the earnest attention of British 
ministers 

In the past thé mistakes of minis- 
ters have been re‘rieved, and this 
country has muddled through; but 
with regard to a possible attack from 
the air there wil) be no possibility of 
muddling through, and the disorgan 
ized and p ‘ie-stricken survivors of 
the populagion of London will have 
the sole, although sorry, satisfaction 
before passing under German domina 
tion, of hanging the guilty ministers 

Germany has evolved, at immense 
trouble and expense, an ueria!l dread- 
nought which will remain in the air 
for four days and nights, will fly ata 
speed of fifty miles an hour, will car 
ry several machine guns and is cap 
able of carrying and dropping 2000 
pounds of incendiary bombs upon a 
jand station.

Let each 
county, each great city or town, cach 
collection of villages in the homeland 
and the empire give one or more 
aeroplanes to the state.

SPEECH BY GERMAN EMPEROR 


Oration Reminis- 
cent of Earlier Days of His Reign 
Berlin, Germany,.-—In a fiery speech 

reminiscent of the earlier aays of his 

reign, the kaiser delivered a panegy- 
ric on German military virtues, The 
occasion was a memorial celebration 
at the University of Berlin in honor 
of the centenary of the rise of Prussia 
ugainst the oppression of Napoleon 
The rector of the university was 
just about to begin the concluding ad- 
dress when the emperor unexpectedly 
stepped up to the rostrum and himself 
addressed the gathering. He said: 
The present generation, which !s in- 
clined to believe principally in what 
can be seen, proved or touched with 
the hands, and which, on the other 
hand shows less capacity for that 
which is transcendental, this present 
generation may well learn how it may 
get back to the faith of its fathers. 

Shortly after the death of the great 

king thé Prussian people had lost 

this faith. Foreign ys gained 


ground among the people, and when, 


they came to the great endurance test 
of 1806 there was a collapse such as 
the world has hardly ever seen

AT HIGHER PRICES 


Heavy Imports Last Year From the 
United States Where Price Was 
Lower—How About Reciprocity? 
During the campaign in which reci- 

procity between Canada and the 

United States was the dominant is- 

sue, the question arose as to how 

many eggs Canadians ship annually to 
the United States and the number 

Americans send to Canada. In the 

American Poultry World of January 

appears the following report on the 

subject from the chief of the markets 
division of the Canadian Department 
of Agriculture: 

“Department of Agriculture, Canada. 

“Office of 
“The Dairy and Cold Storage Com- 
sioner, 
“Ottawa, September 30th, 1912. 
“Editor American Poultry World, 
“Buffalo, N. Y. 

“Your letter of the 27th inst. ad- 
dressed to Mr. Ruddick has been trans- 
ferred to me, and in reply I have much 
pleasure in giving you the information 
asked for. The quantity of eggs im- 
ported into Canada from the United 
Btates during the year ended March 
Bist, 1912, was 7,476,247 dozens, and 
the quantity exported from Canada to 
the United States during the same 
period was 17,403 dozens. Duty on 
eggs coming into Canada from the 
United States is three cents per dozen, 

“Yours truly, W. A. Moore, 
“Chief, Markets Division.” 
Big Home Market 

The duty on eggs shipped from 
Canada into the United States is five 
@ents per dozen. This duty applies 
alike to eggs for human consumption 
and for hatching purposes. 

The difference between the Cana- 
dian duty of three cents per dozen end 
the United States duty of five cents 
fs not sufficient to explain the great 
difference that exists between the to- 
tal annual shipment made southward 
and those sent northward. Heretofore 
we have held the Canadian hen in high 
regard, but the great disparity be- 
tween the trifling amount of her pro- 
duct that is sold to us each year, as 
compared with the millions of dozens 
of eggs that are shipped from the 
States into Canada, has placed her 
under suspicion, It begins to look as 
though she is “loafing on the job.” 

Probably it was the prices obtain- 
able for market eggs in Canada that 
caused seven and a half million dozen 
to be shipped from the United States 
into the Dominion durtmg the year 
ending March 31st, 1912. The prices 
over there had to be enough higher 
to cover the cost of transportation 
and extra handling, also to overcome 
the handicap of a three-cents-per- 
dozen tariff duty. Isn't it a bit sur- 
prising that this difference in prices 
should have existed? 

The Canadians are quite strong for 
poultry, especially in the fertile prov- 
ince of Ontario. It may be that a 
large portion of these eggs went into 
the colder latitudes of the Dominion. 
But in that case, why should not the 
more southern sections, like Ontario, 
for example, have supplied the seven 
and a half million dozen, thereby 
keeping the purchase price at home? 
Not that we object in the slightest 
to having this Canadian money sent 
to American poultry keepers, but 
Canadian poultrymen have the right 
to look after their own best interests 
—and to “do it first.” 

New Zealand Butter Cheaper 

Another set of figures came under 
our notice recently that causes us to 
suspect that the Canadian cow is ful- 
ly as remiss as the Canadian hen, 
The New York Produce Review, of 
date September 24th, 1912, contained 
these figures: 

“Reference is first made to statis- 
tics contained in a recent report of 
J. A. Ruddick, Canada’s dairy com- 
missioner, by which it appears that 
in the year ending March 31, 1912, 
Canada imported more than 3,000,000 
pounds of butter, of which 2,139,844 
lbs. was brought from New Zealand 
and 929,318 Ibs. from the United 
States.” 

New Zealand is a long distance from 
Canada, but has a productive soil and 
highly favorable climate. Further- 
more, the cost of transportation by 
water is low, comparatively speaking; 
yet it must be discouraging to the 
Canadian dairyman to have this New 
Zealand butter enter his market in 
competition, especially so when his 
comparative disadvantages of soil and 
climate are taken into consideration. 

This article from an impartial and 
disinterested source accords conelu- 
sive evidence that the Canadian far- 
mer would have lost heavily on but- 
ter and eggs had the reciprocity agree- 
ment carried. If nearly 100,000,000 
eggs could come into Canada from 
the United States, pay the duty, and 
compete with Canadian eggs, how 
many would have come in had there 
been no duty and how much lower 
the price to the Canadian farmer 
would have been? The same per- 
tinent question applies to butter.
